Germans Have Used 45 Fresh Divi- 
sions in West Recently. 

LONDON, May 18.—‘‘The “Germans,” 
sald Gen. F. D. Maurice, director of mil- 
itary operations at the British War Of- 
fice, yesterddy, ‘‘tell their people we 
aimed at breaking through, and that 
consequently we have made a costly 
failure and they an equally valuable 
success. 

“Ag a matter of fact, we didn’t aim 
at breaking through, but at certain lim- 
ited and fixed objectives, all of which, 
with the exception of Fresnoy, we did 
attain. Our aim has been to force the 
Germans to fight and use up their re- 
serves, and we have done it. 

“At the opening of the offensive the 
Germans had 49 fresh divisions in re- 
serve; only four of them now are left. 
The strength of each of these fresh Ger- 
man reserve divisions was about 20,000. 
(Statemerits attributed to the French 
High Command have recently been made 
to the effect that many of the German 
divisions had been reduced to not much 
over 10,000 men.) 

“The Germans are circulating stories 
that we have sustained enormous losses. 
But where you methodically and careful. 
ly prepare for an attack, with powerful 
artifery and every other expedient, the 
loss is far less to the attackers than to 
the defenders. 

“On the other hand, in the past font- 
night the Germans have attacked far 
oftener than we, because we are forcing 
them to attack to prevent our advanc- 
ing. But these German attacks are made 
necessarily withoat methodical prepara- 
tion, and in such attacks the attacker 
loses far more heavily than the defend- 
er. So in both phases of the operation 
tHe German losses have been much 
more considerable than ours.”’ 


All of Bullecourt in British Hands 
After 14 Days’ Fighting. 
LONDON, May 18.—The official state- 

ment issued last night said: 

“Today our troops completed the cap- 
ture of Bullecourt, taking some 60 pris- 
oners. The whole of the village, for 
the possession of Which constant fight- 
ing has taken place since May 3, now is 
in our hands.”’ 

The capture of Bullecourt’ has brought 
the British to within two miles of 
Queant, on the northern side of the fa- 
mous switch line. Bullecourt stands on 
a height overlooking a broad valley 
which runs directly to Queant. It pre- 


sumably will take some time for the / 


British to establish their heavy guns on 
this height. ; 


‘Germans Admit: Evacuation: of the 
Ruins of Bullecourt. 
BERLIN, via London, May 18.—The 
official statement issued today by the 
army headquarters staff says that the 
ruins of the village of Bullecourt were 
evacuated by the Germans yesterday. 


The statement says: 

“Arras front—Artillery fire on both 
sides of the Scarpe again increased. 
An English attack launched after 
midnight ‘on the § Gavrelle-Fresnes 
‘road and repulsed by hand-to-hand 
fighting.

JAPANESE NAVY | 


ADING ALES IN 
WAR ON U-BOATS 


Gunboats Which Have Reached 
Marseilles Also Will Convoy 
French Merchantmen. 


FLEET MAY BE ENLARGED 


Arrival of Warships Japan’s First 
Active Participation in 
Struggle in Europe. 


By Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 18.—A number of Japa- 
nese gunboats have arrived at Marseilles 
to ald in the war on German submarines 
and convoy French merchantmen. If 
the experiment has satisfactory results 
it will be extended. 


The arrival of Japanese warships in 
Europe marks the first active partici- 
pation by Japan in the struggle in Eu- 
rope. The Japanese navy kas been 
active in the South Pacific and aided 
in the capture of the German Chinese 
colony of Tsingtau. A number of Ger- 
man islands in the Pacific were seized 
by Japanese naval forces in the early 
months of the war and Japanese war- 
ships aided in the pursuit of the tmden 
and other German commerce raiders in 
Southern and Far Eastern waters. 

The prestige of the Japanese navy has 
been high since its successes in the 
Russo-Japanese war. At the outbreak 
of the European war Japan had 5% 
destroyers with 10 more under construc- 
tion. Under a seven-year building pro- 
gram submitted last year she was to 
construct 27 additional destroyers. 


Jap Contingent Reported in France. 

EW YORK, May 18.—The following 
was printed in the New York Herald 
today: 

“The first contingent of Japanese 
troops landed at Marseilles on April 23, 
according to information which has 
reached this city. The general belief in 
Paris, according to the Herald’s in- 
formant, is that the Japanese will be 
assigned to fight shoulder to shoulder 
with a division of their Russian allies, 
which has been holding a sector of the 
western front for months.”’

Executives of Five Systems Con- 
sider Reduction in Number 
of Passenger Trains. 


BUSH EXPLAINS . NEEDS 


Joint Efforts Necessary to Pre- 
pare for ~ Movement of 
Freight and Troops. 


Executives of the five railroads having 
general offices here met at the office of 
President B. F. Bush of the Missouri 
Pacific, in the Railway. Exchange Build- 
ing, at 11 o’clock today, to take up re- 
duction in passenger service, the cutting 
out of luxuries and to take all further 
necessary steps to facilitate the move- 
ment of freight and soldiers, in compli- 
ance with the call of Fairfax Harrison, 
chairman of the War Board of the 
American Railway Association.

“What is possible in the way of reduc- 
tion of passenger traffic on the lines 
represented through the adoption of a 
general plan of elimination and con- 
solidation?’’ 

Bush, speaking as a member of the 
National Commission for Defense of 
the American Railway Association, ex¢ 
plained that the plans contemplate the 
elimination of all accomodation train 
service at once and the elimination of 
some of the regular through train serv-~- 
ice when the time arrives for the move- 
ment of large bodies of troops or mili- 
tary equipment. 

Of necessity, Bush pointed out, the

needs.

In addition to furnishing informa- 
tion in regard, to fundamental principles 
of gardening, this bulletin describes in 
detail the culture of all of the common 
garden plants, and also furnishes a ta- 
ble showing in a concise form the quan- 
tity of seed needed for each kind of 
vegetable, the proper way and times tv 
plant, and the matertal required to pro- 
duce the crop. 

To make & small «ren produce a large 
amount of food, the bulletin points out 
that not only every foot of available 
space muts be utilized, but:that late or 
succession crops must be piinted as soon 
as the earlier plants have been removed. 
| To carry on, gardening in this Intensive 
way requires careful planning in ad- 
vance, and it 1s recommended that a de- 
tailed diagram of the garden be drawn | 
up and the various uses that it is 
planned to put each portion to, through- 
out the growing season, be clearly indi- 
cated. On this plan the suc¢ess or faj!- 
ure of the various enterprises should be 
noted and the plan itself kept as a guide 
for the following year.

The Minister of Agriculture urged 
the necessity of keeping up the supplies 
of food and munitions without which, he 
warned the delegates, it would be im- 
possible either to continue the war or to 
conclude peace. | 

A..I. Shingaroff, ‘Minister of Agricul- 
ture, gave assurances regarding the 
munition situation at a conference be- 
tween the Cabinet and Gen. Alexieff 
and other Generals. M. Shingaroff said 
that the supplies for the army were 
daily improving in quantity. 

Generals Withdraw Resignations. 

As a result of a meeting here of the 
commanders in chief from all fronts, 
except the Caucasus, Generals Brussi- 
loff and Gurko have withdrawn their 
resignations and reports of further res- 
ignations are refuted by the definite 
announcement that all commanders 
have decided to remain at their posts. 
Thus the crisis the army, which 
formed an alarming accompaniment to 
the political crisis, has ‘been averted. 


Discussing with the temporary Gov- 
ernment the serious condition of aifaira 
at the front, the commanders declared 
that the phrase ‘‘peace without annexa- 
tions’’ had found its way to the army 
and was there translated into an argu- 
merit against offensive warfare. 

This and other harmful doctrines 
perveading the army and the inability 
of officers to satisfactorily explain them 
had ruined discipline and destroyed au 
thority and prestige of officers. The 
iscord in Petrograd had naturally found 
an echo everywhere at the front, but the 
spirit of the soldiers was slowly recov- 
ering and the power of the Russian 
army was by no means lost, they sald. 
Gen. Alexieff, commander in chief of 
the Russian armies, during the cours» 
of an interview, said: 

"The whole gist of the refotins cannot 
be properly understood by the army 
and this has brought about dangerous 
results. We can overcome the conse- 
quent loss of authority if irresponsible 
persons and organizations will cease fur- 
ther to interfere with our work. I feel 
assured that under the new coalition 
Government it wil! be possible to con- 


duct military affairs in a more energetic 


manner. It is time to wake up and 
stop shouting ‘Peace without annexa- 
tion.’. Let us leave peace negotiations 
to the Government.”’

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DARING ATTACK OF 
2 BELGIAN AIRMEN 


They Get Land Lights Turned 
on by Trick; Dive and Drop 
Four Bombs. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
HAVRE, May 4.—The work of the Bel- 
gian flying corps has been more,{im- 
portant than could be expressed from 
the limited publicity that has been-given 
to it. Its work all through the war has 
gone far beyond merely co-operating 
with the other Belgian military forces. 
Even before the consolidation of the 
fronts and before the Belgian troops 
took their place on the left wing, the co- 
operation of Belgian aviators with the 
French and British corps was intimate. 
Belgian aviators participated in the 
defense of Lille, Namur, Antwerp, the 
Yser and Ypres. They effected recon- 
noitering flights of 200 miles to watch 
the advance of troops toward the Marne. 
Belgian aviators announced to the allied 
staffs the intervention of deep masses 
of fresh German forces advancing to- 
ward the Yser.and on the road to Calais. 


Iau through the long siege operations 


along the Yser front, Belgian aviators 
were the watchful eyes of th* artillery, 
enabling effective replies to heavy Ger- 
man bombardments, in spite of the 
highly perfected means possessed by the 
Germans for fighting aircraft. 

Specialists in Night Bombarding. 

Belgian aviators have participated in 
a great many of the combined bombing 
expeditions of the allied flying corps 
and have specialized in night bombard- 
ments. Yet few of the many individual 
exploits of members of the Belgian 
corps have come to public notice. A 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
has just learned of one of these exploits, 
dating months back, that seems not to 
have been told. 

A Belgian airplane piloted by Adj. 
Jenatzy, brother of the automobile 
racer, with Lieut. Rolin as observer, 
took the air above the German lines. 
Rolin was looking for comrades in the 
air when he spied passing under a ray 
of moonlight a machine that he recog- 
nized as a German. He was followed 
by a second and a third. 

‘There are the Germans,’ he said to 
Jenatzy. ‘‘Let us follow them,” 

They followed until the German flo- 
tilla arrived above the aviation camp of 
Chistélies. The German machines began 
to descend in long spirals.. Jenatzy and 
Rolin followed them down. They saw 
the German pilots making luminous sig- 
nals, to which a searchlight from the 
aviation camp responded. Then the 
whole camp was lighted up; sheds, land- 
ing grounds, guiding searchlights were 
all well in view. 

One German machine landed, when the 
field was plunged again into obscurity, to 
be lighted up again an instant later, to 
darken again after each landing. Thé 
last of the German machines reached 
the ground. Jenatzy and Rolin cut off 
the gasoline supply from their motor 
and decided to take the big risk. Rolin 
repeated with an electric lamp the sig- 
nals he had just seen the German give. 
The searchlights below responded. 

Dive and Drop Bombs. 

Jenatzy and Rolin saw below a crowd 
of helpers and soldiers surrounding the 
three machines that had already land- 
ed. Diving down full into the glare of 
lights that had been provided for them 
in the supposition that they were Ger- 
mans, they plunged straight over the 
sheds at a feeble height and released 
the four bombs they had aboard. Four 
formidable explosions shook their ma- 
chine as if it were buffeted by mighty 
waves, four immense flames shot into 
the air followed by a thick white smoke, 
under cover of which the Belgians turned 
right about, opening with their machine 
guns upon the dismayed soldiers and 
mechanics of the camp as they passed 
over the field. The lights went out, the 
anti-aircraft guns struck up, machine 
guns searched the air, but the two Bel- 
gians were already out of range, laugh- 
ing heartily at their “swanze,”’ the name

TESTIMONY IN 
SUIT OVER BRUCE 
ISLAND CLOSES 


Decision as to Ownership of 
Mississippi River Tract -Ex-. 
pected in 3 Weeks. 


John R. Boas, a quaint character, who 
is trying to prove in the United States 
District Court in East St. Louis that 
Bruce Island, on which he lives, 00 miles 
south of St. Louis, was made r part of 
the Missouri mainland by the shuting of 
the river, yesterday introduced evider-e 
to show that Bruce Island arose on the 
site of Fort Chartres Island, which sank 
soon gfter Illinois was admitted tu the 
union in 1818. 

At the time of admittance, Govern- 
ment surveyors set a monument on the 
Illincis side, a considerable distance 
back from the shore. Records show 
that the distance from the monument to 
the western side of Fort Chartres Island 
was 6000 feet, and that all of Fort Char- 
tres Island wWas in Illinois. 

Measurements Now. 

J. A. Weinel, an engineer, testified that 
he recently measured from the monu- 
ment—now near the river bank—to the 
western extremity of Bruce Island, and 
found it was less than 8000 feet. This 
is the principal proof on which Bruce 
contends that the island is in Illinois. 
The contestants claim it is in Missouri, 
and should be sold, under the law, for 
the benefit of the public schools, 

The relations of Boas, who lives in 
comparative solitude, to some of his 
neighbors on the mainland, came out 
in the testimony yesterday. Peter Mc- 
Clanahan, former,Sheriff of St. Gene- 
vieve County, Mo., testified that he 
never saw boats go between the island 
and Missouri, and that he remembered 
as far back as 1875. Boas, acting as his 
own lawyer, asked McClanahan if it 
wasn’t a fact that Boas had made Me- 
Clanahan remove his horses when he 
tried to pasture them on Bruce Island. 

“You ordered me to take them away, 
but I didn’t heed you much,’’ McCilana- 
han replied. ‘‘I took them off, but not 
until I got ready.’’ 

“You admit that I ordered them re- 
moved, and that they were removed,” 
Boas insisted. The witnessed replied 
that such was the case. 

Steamer Captain Testifies. 

Another witness was Henry Partee, a 
steamboat captain on the Mississippi 
since 1866. He testified that boats had 
never gone between the island and Mis- 
souri during that period. He manifested 
considerable feeling when cross-ques- 
tioned by Boas, and at one time, «when 
Boas was gesticulating, remarked: 

‘Don't point your finger at me that 
way. Boas, it might be loaded.’ Boas 
retorted quickly, “You are a witness, 
and I will point my ffnger at you in 
this court whenever I feel disposed; or 
out of court either, for that matter.”’

$40,000 Salary Bill Fund Be 
Raised Came Here Sunday. 


MARSHAL GUARDING HIM

The whereabouts and intengjons of 
James Mackey, Rolla, Mo., real estate 


dealer, are causing much speculation 
among Police Department members in 
connection with grand jury investigation 
of the raising of a fund to reimburse 
Attorney Joseph Crites of -Rolla and 
o thers for aiding in the passage of the 
police salary increase bill in the last 
State Legislature. 

Mackey, it was learned today, former- 
ly was a St. Louis policeman. He be- 
pcame a probationary in August, 1898, and 
a& patrolman in August, 1899. He. was 
dismissed from the force May 31, 1901, 
after a Police Board trial, on a charge 
of immorality. 

It was Mackey who, last November, 
made the first suggestion that a fund 
be raised to assure the passage of the 
police salary law. The amount which 
he suggested was $40,000, which was to 
be paid to a Rolla attorney reputed to 
have great political influence. This at- 
torney was not Crites. 


Came to St. Louls Sunday. 

Mackey, it is now known, came to St. 
Louis last Sunday, accompanied by the 
City Marshall of Rolla and told police- 
men he was here to “tell everything’ to 
Cifcuit Attorney McDaniel. When he 
learned McDaniel was out of the city he 
departed Sunday night, telling his broth- 
er, Sergt. Uriah Mackey of the Laclede 
Avenue District, that he was going 
“down in the State.’’ 


Certain members of the department 
who seem to have kept in touch with 
Mackey say that after his visit to St. 
Louis they understood he went to Jef- 
ferson City and attempted to tell what 
he knew to Attorney-General McAllister, 
but was referred back to the Circuit 
Attorney. It was thought at police 
headquarters today that he might have 
gone to Excelsior Springs for a confer- 
ence with Circuit Attorney McDaniel. 

Over the lond distance telephone to- 
day the Circuit Attorney, at Excelsior 
Springs, said Mackey had not been >» 
see him. Attorney-General McAllister 
at Jefferson’City also said Mackey had 
not called on him. 


Said to Have Been Threatened. 

While here Sunday Mackey is said to 
have told policemen he was under the 
protection of the Rolla Marshal because 
threats of violence had been made 
against him since his name appeared in 
connection with the police fund inves. 
tigation. He is said to have remarked 
that he ‘‘knew a lot of things about the 
Legislature” and that his knowledge 
extended over a period of 15 years.

ELECTIVE EMPIRE SAID TO. BE 
OPENLY DISCUSSED IN GERMANY 


Abdication by Kaiser Reported Men- 
tioned at His Recent Meeting 
With Austrian Emperor. 
LONDON, May. 18.—‘‘Lord Esner, in a 
letter from France, throws a startling 
light,”” says the Daily News, ‘‘on the 
position of the German imperial family 
in the face of recent political develop- 
ments. He quoted from a letter writ- 
ten from Berlin by a Polish officer to a 
friend in Switzerland, describing the dis- 
cussion in the Reichstag of the proposal 
to limit the Kaiser's powérs, and pfo- 

ceeds. 

“*This interesting letter went on to 
state the the abdication by the Emperor 
of the imperial crown was mentioned a* 
th® recent meeting of the sovereigns cof 
Germany and Austria, and that in Gov- 
ernment circles and in public the nécon- 
stitution of an elective federal empire is 
openly discussed as an alternative to a 
German republic, which for’‘many rea- 
sons appears more difficult of realiza- 
tion.’ 

“The writer adds that the unpopu- 
larity of the Crown Prince is so general 
that, were the imperial form of Govern- 
ment to be retained on the.elective basis, 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria would, 
éven im Prussia, command more votes 
than the present heir of the imperial 
throne.”’

day”’ in St. Louis, when special effort 
will be made to urge members of all 
denominations to purchase at least one 
$50 Liberty Loan bond of the $25,000,000 


subscribed by St. Louis bankers 

A special committee, composed of 
Samuel P. Goddard, Aaron S. Rauh, 
Benjamin Harris and F. H. Hamilton 
was appointed to visit the Ministerial 
Alliance, the Church Federation and 
the Jewish Church corganizatioris to get 
their co-qperation by urging pastors to 
speak of the necessity of buying the 
bonds as quickly as possible. Arch- 
bishop Glennon has promised that the 
Catholic clergy will do all that is re- 
quired of them to bring the matter be- 
fore their parishes on that day. 

Small depositors of St. Louis banks are 
taking advantage eagerly of the oppor- 
tunity offered by the banks for the pur- 
chase of Liberty Loan bonds on the part- 
payment plan. The plan is to open 1 
special liberty bond deposit, permitting 
payment of so much a week or menth, 
the banks paying interest on the de- 
posits until enough has been pail in to 
purchase a bond, when it will be deliv- 
ered. 

Banners will be swung across the 
street in front of each bank, bearing the 
slogan, “A Liberty Bond in LKvery 
Home.’’ The Chamber of Commerce also 
is having placards printed in quantities, 
to be placed in the banks, in store win- 
dows and on vehicles. These can be 
obtained at the Chamber of Commerce 
at cost. 

The St. Louis Credit Men last night 
adopted the slogan and took steps to 
have it used by all the members on their 
correspondence. 

The St, Lovis Architects’ Club has ap- 
pointed W. E. Taylor chairman of a 
committee to be named by him to call 
on all of the 250 members of the club 
and urge each to buy at least one of the 
bonds. 


Returns from the meetings held yes- 
terday in the 53 counties of, the St.

Dr. Hillis has prepared a sermon, the 
text of which is ‘““‘There is no discharge 
from this war,’’ which will be delivered 
to preachers to assist them in the prep- 
aration of special addresses on the loan 
for Sunday, May 27.

How Loan Proceeds of Liberty Loan 
Are to Be Deposited. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Proceeds of 
the liberty loan, the Treasury Depart- 
ment announced today, will be deposited 
in banks and trust’ companies which 
have qualified as depositaries, which 
forward subscriptions of at least $100,000. 
Where possible financial {nstitutions for- 
warding a smaller amount of subscrip- 
tions will be treated similarly later. The 
Government will receive 2 per cent inter- 
est. 

The Government's apparent intention 
to advance approximately $1,000,000,000 
to the allies before July 1-—~-$670,000,000 of 
which already has been paid—is reflect- 
ed in a request of Secretary McAdoo t9 
the banks to take as large amounts of 
Treasury certificates as possible, ‘and 
at least equa! M) per cent’ of the 
payment they have to make on 
subscriptions. 

A third ‘offering short 
term certificates of indebtedness has 
been authorized. The new block of 
certificates will be issued up to $209,- 
000,000 and mature July 30, and bear 
interest at the rate of 3% per cent, 
an increase of one-quarter of one per 
cent over the last issue.

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American Tells City Club of His 
Experiences in British Army 
in France. 


Three months of training will make an 
American of average intelligence &.cap- 
able fighter on European battlefields, 
Arthur G. Empey of Ogden, Utah, who 
served with the British army in Frans. 
told the members of the City Clud 
today. Empey returned from Europe 
three months ago on a six months’ fur- 
lough because of wounds. He expects to 
get his release from the British army to 
join the Roosevelt division if the Coi- 
onel is permitted to recruit it. 

The impression that a year would he 
required to get Anmrerican soldiers in 
shape for trench warfare is belied by 
his own experience, said Empey. He 
declared that he became a proficient ma- 
chine gunner in two weeks and after 
it days’ instruction was assigned to 
duty as a bomb thrower. 

Empey joined the British army short- 
ly after the sinking of the Lusitania. He 
was attached to the 167th Brigade, Fiftty- 
sixth Division, Third Army Corps, and 
saw service on the Arras front and the 
first battle of the Somme. 


Wounded Three 
He was wounded on three aifferent oc- 


casions. He received a bayonet thrust 
in the left side at St. Biol, wag buried 
by a@ shell near Arras, where he was 
dug out by comrades, and on a night 
raid in Gommecourt Wood suffered three 
bullet wounds—one on the left side of the 
face, which left a disfiguring mark~and 
two in the’ left shoulder. Despite these 
wounds, he declares, he feels fit to re- 
turn to the front. 

Empey says trench warfare is not dit- 
ficult to master, but has to be learned 
by practical work after reaching the 
front. 

Americans make good bomb throwers 
because of their baseball experience, 
Empey pointed out. He is but 6 feet 4 
inches, but he says he surprised the Brit- 
ish by being able to outthrow men over. 
six feet tall. He formerly was a sem- 
professional baseball player. He predicts 
that Americans .sent to Frence will be 
as efficient as any troops there after 
three months’ training and a little prac- 
tical experience in trench work, 

Empey left Europe before the declara- 
tion of a state of war by this. country, 
but he says it was generally felt there 
that this country would get in. he found 
the British “‘Tommy”’ to have great re- 
spect for Yankee genius and it was the 
commonly expressed opinion in the 
trenches that two months after the 
Americans came in they would offer 
some invention to stop the submarine, 

Visited Captured Submarines. 

He visited seven submarines which 
had been’ caught in nets and which were 
on exhibition on the Thames River. 

Empey praises the spirit of the En- 
glish soldier, who he decla never 
complains, no matter what c itions he 
has to work under, is always Sheerful, 
and has an abiding confidence of uwilti- 
mate victory. His only question Iz, 
“How long do you think it will take us 
to do it.” 

The Britieh soldiers is overfed, in Bm- 
pey’s opinion, being given four meals a 
day. He has breakfast at 7 a. m., din- 
ner at noon, tea at 4:30 p. m. and sUpper 
at 8 o'clock.

It is 
pointed out that they exclude six 
counties en bloc without giving them 

a chance of voting their views. 
Many of the Nationalists express 
the opinion that the partition policy 
was adopted as a tacital move to de- 
feat home rule and that once home 
rule was recognized as_ inevitable 
even’ the Unionist counties would 
vote themselves in, especially the 
Episcopalian Protestants, whose 
church is bound by many ties to all 
Ireland. 

It is further pointed out that the 
proposals not only prevent the Na- 
tionalist counties, Tyrone and Fer- 
nanaugh, from voting themselves in, 
but hinder their coming later by pro- 
viding for their inclusion with the 
others in one unit.

“Burned By Lithuonfans. 

At the beginning of the Fif- 
teenth century it was burned by the 
Lithuanians, and 150 years  iater 
was given in pawn to a Prus- 
sian Duke. In 1701 Charles XII of 
Sweden captured it and assessed its citi- 
zens for the expense he incurred in forti- 
fying it. It became a Russian town in 
17%. Seventeen years later, Macdonald, 
he who had won a Marshal's baton 
on the field of Wagram, by piercing 
the Austrian center and saving the 
day for the French, occupied the place 
with the Prussian allies of Napoleon 
in the disastrous Moscow campaign. 

“In times of peace Libau enjoys a 
certain degree of popularity as a sea- 
bathing resort, and there is a fortnight- 
ly passenger steamer service connections 
it with Copenhagen, Stettin, Reval and 
Petrograd. It is also connected with 
Riga by rail, that city befng 145 miles 
to the Northeast.

FRENCH PEASANTS 
FIND HOME SITES 
~ARE VAST WASTE 


Difficulties Before Them as 
Great as Those Met by First 


American Colonists. 


SOIL IS FOULED BY WAR 


All Buildings Have Been De- 
stroyed and Only Stumps 
Remain of Orchards.

NOYON, France, May 2.—Peasants re- 
turning to the devastated regions 
France, liberated by the retreat of the 
Germans, have before them quite as 
many difficulties as faced the first 
American colonists. 

They will have in the resurrection. of 
farming lands the benefit of implements 
that were unknown in the seventeenth 
century, but instead of forests from 
which the colonists. drew material to 
build shelter and a virgin soil, they 
find only a desert devoid of timber and 
stripped of all building materials ex- 
cepting those that have been blown into 
useless masses where buildings once 
stood. They find nothing left of their 
orchards but stumps, while the soil is so 
fouled by war that long and patient 
nursing will be required to make it ready 
for the plow. 


Ground Mass of Craters. 
In the northeast corner of the depart- 


ment of the Oise, 10 per cent of which 
the Germans had held since the retreat 
from the Marne. a farm looks like a 
reduced bird's-eye view of a volcanic re- 
gion in which the craters are so thick 
that their edges touch. 

A careful inspection of the rugged sur- 

face reveals traces of a little of every- 
thing that is to be found in the wake of 
a defeated army, buried and reburied by 
successive upheavals ag shell after shell 
gouged the earth. 
A pile of brick, stones and mortar here 
and there shows the region was once in- 
habited, tnere are no other signs of a 
pre-existing civilization. Around these 
piles there are, in some places, .iron 
parts and fragments of framework of 
American agricultural implengents sug- 
gesting that the land was once worked. 
The nearer one approaches the railroads 
that existed before the liberation these 
indications become rarer. 


Metal Scraps Everywhere, 
Fragments of metal are the most a.- 


parent of all the debris that shows 
above the surface. aons of projec- 
tiles weighing hundreds of .twousands -f 
tons and costing billions of francs burst 
over tne land within a radius of 15 to 2f 
miles upwards for two and a half years 
They impregnated the soil with frer- 
ments of steel, iron and copner. Unex- 
ploded shells, some of them filled wita 
poisonuus eas, furrowed the ground an] 
now lie burrowed in unexpected places, 
snare for the plow point. 
The leveling of all this upheaved ter- 
ritory is in itself a formidable task. It 
will be, first of all, the. work of expe -i- 
enced engineers and experts in the 
handling of projectiles. The work wu 
the plowman will come afterward. 


Metal Must Be Taken From Land, 
~ ust how to ‘ uenietaiize’’ the farming 


lands along the front has already be? 
the subject of discussion. Companies 
have been formed to do the work with 
a view to the profit that may be de 
rived from the recovered metal, if it 
can be assembled by an economical 
process. 

Preliminary measures for the recon 
struction of the liberated regions in tx¢ 
Department «f the Wise are under way 
Eighty portable houses and WW: farm 
sheds have been ordered, and bids have 
been solicited by the Prefect of thé d: 
partment for 1000 more houses and 5% 
farm buildings. The plans for. these 
structures call for temporary bui:dings 
only, to be replaced later with perrn«. 
nent structures in the original archite:: 
tural style of the region. 

The quantities of buildirg materials 
that will be required to make .uvitabie 
such buildings as are repairable in the 
towns of the Cise ire estimated at more 
than 4,000,000 bricks, 1,000,000 tiles, 500 [4 
slates, 500 tons of plaster, 600 tons of lime 
and 190 cubic yards cf building stcne 
These needs for the smaller corner « 
the department devastated by the Ger- 
mans give an idea of what will be re 
quired for the Aisne and other more se- 
riousiy stricken depaitments.

Refuses, 12% to 54, to Strike Out 
Section to Take Third of 
Amount of Last Year’s Tax. 


WASHINGON, May 18.—Resuming de- 
bate on the war tax bill, the House to- 
day, by a vote of 123 to &, refused to 
strike out the section designed to levy 
a retroactive tax of one-third the 
amount of last year’s income tax. 

Vigorous opposition to the section 
was led by Representative Madden 
of Iliinois. Representativo Fess of 
Ohio, also attacked the section as 
dangerous.» Replying to Fess, Repre- 
sentative Green of Iowa, declared 
members seemed determined to tear 
down the bill without offering sub- 
stitutes for sections they would strike 
out. 

Declaration by Representative Lit- 
tle of Kansas, that the retroactive 
feature was fair roused Representa- 
tive Cannon of Illinois to assail Kan- 
Sas generally. 

“Maybe if I were from Kansas I 
could see plutocrats as the gentleman 
sees them,” Cannon said. “The fact 
is, however, that Kansas with a per- 
capita wealth almost as great as that 
of Illinois paid only about §140,000 in 
income taxes last year while Illinois 
paid more than $5,000,000.” 

Falls Short of Needed Funds. 

Representative Hardy of Texas 
criticised Cannon for bringing a sec- 
tional issue into the debate, and Can- 
non turned on Texas, quoting from 
statistics to show that only about 
3000 persons there paid income taxes. 

The tax measure today still falls far 
short of providing $2,245,000,000, Secre- 
tary McAdoo’'s revised estimate of one- 
half the cost of the war for the first 
year. The sur tax increases on incomes 
over $40,000, which the House approved 
yesterday in committee of the whole, 
provided about $66,000,000 additional, a 
Ways and Means Committee expert es- 
timated. 

Majority Leader Kitchin declared the 
House would make no effort to raise 
the total to Secretary McAdoo’s new eés- 
timate and that, if more revenue is 
néeded, a separate bill would be intro- 
duced next session. 


Proposes Surtaxes. 
By the action of the House in commit- 


tee of the whole yesterday, surtaxes, 
which would be added to the normal 
taxes provided by the old law, would be 
as follows: 

Between $40,000 and $60,000, 10 per cent; 
$60,000 to $80,000, 1354; $80,000 to $100,000, 1714; 
$100,000 to $150,000, 21%; $150,000 to $200,000, 
25; $200,000 to $250,000, 30; $250,000 to $300,- 
000, 33%; $300,000 to $500,000, Si+e; $500,000 
to $1,000,000, 41%; and $1,000,000 and over, 
45 per cent. 

Representative Fordney of Michigan 
protested vehemently against additions 
to the income tax rates. He proposed 
a stamp tax placed on checks, which he 
said would raise $1,000,000,000 a year. 
That would never be missed by the péo- 
ple who paid it. Wealth, he insisted, 
should not be taxed more at this time. 


Exemption Proposal. 
Efforts of epresentative Curry of 


California to insert an amendment to in- 
crease the exemption on single persons 
from $1000 to $2000,and on matried persons 
from $2000 to $3000 failed py a vote of 100 
to 530. During this debate it was point- 
ed out by Representative Longworth 
of Ohio that England’s present examp- 
tion is only $660 for all persons, either 
single or married, and that in some 
countries the exemption is as low ag $50. 


U, $, MUST THROW FULL WEIGHT 
INTO WAR, LORD DERBY SAYS 


Not Until America Fights as if She 
Stood Alone Can End Be 
Forecast, He Declares. 
LONDON, May 18.—Lord Derby, 
Kitchener’s successor as Secretary of 
State for War, in an interview with a 
United Press Association correspond- 
ent today said: “This war will not 
be over until the full weight of 
America begins making war as 
though she alone faced Germany will 
there be a possibility of predicting 
when the end of the war will come.” 
He declared Germany has reached— 
if not passed—the crest of her mili- 
tary strength and that she knows 
every day that she is weaker. He 
predicted, however, that Germany 
would fight a long time yet before 
accepting the terms that the world’s 

democracy demands. 

In regard to how soon ‘American 
forces can be expected to be prepared 
for war, Lord Derby asserted that 
three months’ training in America, 
plus a cértain amount of necessary 
training in France would make the 
fittest kind of soldiers. The stnding 
of a small contingent immediately is 
for the United States to decide, he 
said.

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A VOLUNTARY CENSORSHIP. 

The fact that a flotilla of destroyers had been 
sent to European waters to co-operate with the 
naval forces of our allies in combating the Ger- 
man submarines was known to newspaper cor- 
respondents in Washington and in newspaper 
offices, but no information was published until 
the official announcement was given out. 

This incident proves that it is possible to avoid 
the publication of important military movements 
without resorting to a tyrannical censorship which 
might, by unwise rulings, do more harm than 
good. It would, at least, arouse suspicion of offi- 
cial inaction or incompetence and might easily be 
misused as a cloak for official blundering. 

The power to control publication of news re- 
lating to military movements which might be 
harmful rests now with the authorities. Ameri- 
can newspapers are loyal and will respect any 
reasonable rule of secrecy. They are willing to 
submit voluntarily to needful restriction and reg- 
ulation. They will not complain if information is 
withheld on reasonable grounds. . 

It is gratifying that the administration accepts 
this sensible view of the situation and wil! not 
insist on the adoption of the censorship measures 
which have been stricken from the espionage bill, 
unless it should be demonstrated that legal re- 
straints are necessary. 

The wise changes in the espionage bill and the 

on the war revenue bill prove the need 
of reasonable deliberation and discussion on the 
part of before important war measures 
are passed. Reasonable consideration is neces- 
sary to expose weakness and blunders in first 
drafts of bills. We believe that there should not 
be unreasonable debate and delay in passing vital 
measures relating to the war, but we do not 
agree with extreme critics of Congress who de- 
nounce discussion and demand the jamming 
through of bills.

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PERSONAL USE OF THE FLAG. 

Federal and state laws govern the public dis- 
play and use of the national flag and prohibit 
its desecration or misuse. These laws forbid 
the use of the flag, or a representation of it, 
as an advertising device, to enhance the sale 
of a commodity. The principle on which the 
law is based is that the flag is the sacred_sym- 
bol of the nation’s power, honor and unity, and 
as such must not be put to any base or merely 
selfish personal uses. 

The same principle should govern the display 
of the flag on the clothing or belongings of a 
citizen, male or female. The objection to the 
display of the flag embroidered or otherwise 
worked on articles of clothing is that, exhibited 
in the stores, this display is manifestly to pro- 
mote sales of such articles. Flag handkerchiefs 
or flags worked on stockings are in the worst 
taste and a degradation of the national emblem. 
Flags on stockings are evidently not for patriot- 
ic purposes but for the display of personal van- 
ity. | 
Old Glory is ours for use, not for abuse.

@ republican form of government without being 
silenced. 
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A FEMININE BEVOLUTION. 
The “eternal” feminine, we wrote it.in days 
gone by, but higher education and the feminist 
movement have modified the adjective consider- 
ably. Between them they have almost obliterat- 
ed the shy, timid young thing who sought a man- 
ly shoulder to cling to in times of grave peril. 
Not more than two decades ago only consum- 
mate diplomacy or downright deceit could have 
got one of the dear college girls into a pasture 
with a herd of cattle.

IRELAND'S CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION.

One sentence in Lloyd George’s letter to Mr. 
Redmond is not especially reassuring. He says 
any settlement must have the substantial assent 
of both sides. To take an action that would re- 
vive violent political controversy would, he adds, 
imperil unity. This, of course, is only a perpetua- 
tion of the old Tory and Junker sophistry first 
advanced in time of profound peace to palliate the 
sacrifice of the greater to the lesser, to excuse 
the substitution of minority rule for majority rule. 
What could Ulster do that would jeopardize unity 
more than present conditions of grave ‘discontent 
in Ireland? Should it follow Dublin’s Paster day 
example there-is the Dublin analogy for dealing 
with it. 

The precedent of the South African convention 
is encouraging, at least. Ireland ought to be able 
to do as well if, like South Africa, it is let alone. 
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That $100,000,000 loan made by the United States 
to Russia makes it apparent that the State De- 
partment at any rate does not fear a separate 
peace between the Slav and the Teuton. 
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A PATRIOTIC INVESTMENT. 

There {s no profit for anyone in the sale of the 
Liberty Loan bonds for war purposes.

Only a small percentage of the people can go to 
war on land and sea, or actually engage in activ- 
ities associated with actual warfare. But every 
American with $50 to invest or with wages that 
enable him or her to buy a bond can contribute 
directly and potently to the success of our war, 
to the winning of victory with all its blessed 
fruits. The Government needs money to conduct 
the war, to support our army and navy, to aid our 
allies. We-—every one of us—can help to supply 
this needed money by buying liberty bonds to 
the extent of our means. 

Every loyal sentiment and impulse urges Ameri- 
cans to make the Liberty Loan a tremendous suc- 
cess. The response of the people to this call of the 
Government will measure their patriotism and de- 
votion to their country. 

“A Liberty Bond in Every Home” is the St. 
Louis slogan. To carry out the slogan is the duty 
and the privilege of every St. Louisan. — 
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In the past few months American aviators at 
home have established new marks, for distance 
and altitude. Their brothers in France have set 
new records for courage and daring. The com- 
bination should operate with telling effect when 
America gets into the war.

CHILD LABOR DURING THE WAR. 

The child labor enormity received its deadliest 
blow in this country. when Congress passed the 
late act forbidding transit across state lines to 
the products of such labor. But already the sus- 
pension of this and other enactments on the sub- 
ject during the national emergency is being 
urged. “Let the children work during the war,” 
is repeated as a slogan sanctified by all the ardor 
of disinterested patriotism. 

That a backstep in this important reform, along 
with other progressive and humane reforms gained 
at great cost in the past, is justified by the war is 
&@ proposal worthy of some of the statesmanship 
now exemplified at Washington. Certainly the 
children will have their sacrifices to make on ac- 
count of the war. Some of them are going to 
miss the breadwinners of the family sent over to 
fight. Some of them are going to be handicapped 


well as by impairment of the family fortunes 
when peace comeg. 

Therefore, permit them to be handicapped fur- 
ther in health by toil in stuffy workshops and 
crowded factories, therefore permit them to be 
robbed of their childhood by the responsibility of 
maturity, therefore deprive them of the education 
they might otherwise have had and deny them 
the equipment more fortunate children will have 
for the struggle of life.
